Basic Argument 

In this case, the basic ar- 
gument which resulted in the 
turning down of the resigna- 
tion of United Fund president 
Allan Barr-by the executive 
committee was that it would 
have been a submission to a 
single power in Ontario, 
which, if obliged, would con- 
tinue to call the tune in 
United Fund leadership. 

By retaining Mr. Barr the 
United Fund executive com- 
mittee shook loose any single 
domination and decided to 
continue as a federation of 
equal communities. This was 
the policy under which the 
West End United Fund was 
established in the first place 
and under which Chino chose 
to join it. : 

Recent Upheaval 

The recent political upheav- 
al in Montclair had some of 
its roots in this Ontario- 
domination problem. The re- 
call of Councilman Fick was 
a successful resistance to out- 
side interference. It was felt 
by many observers of the 
Montclair problem that. the 
turmoil which was created 
and which tore the council 
apart was connected with an 
effort to disrupt the Montclair 
government to the extent that 
the city would disincorporate. 
thus permitting Ontario to 
move in. 

To the north, Upland has a

Will a possible decision 
Wednesday, May 6 on the 
hiring of Dean M. Hartung as 
executive director of the West 
End United Fund, cause Allen 
S. Barr of Upland, United

It was with reluctance that 
Mr. Barr accepted the de- 
cision of the United Fund 
executive committee when it 
rejected his resignation Tues- 
day, April 27.

“T still feel the decision 
(to reject his resignation) is 
wrong,” Mr. Barr said, “'! 
should get out for the good of 
the organization. I'm not at 
all sure this is final.’ 

But he indicated he would 
take no further action until 
hiring of an executive direc- 
tor. 

Wednesdsy afternoon, 
May 6, the executive com- 
mittee is scheduled to de- 
termine hirirg of Mr, Har- 
tung for the $7-9000 post. 
Mr. Hartung, a big, 
friendly man from Pendle- 
ton, Ore., has been in the 
area since Thursday night, 
April 30. He has visited 
with members of the ex- 
ecutive committee, area 
publishers and spent an 
hour and a half with 
source of the Ontario 
pressure which advocates 
Mr. Barr’s resignation.
